Mir.  Mayor,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  annual  report  of  the  Public 
Health  Services  for  the  year  1962. 


The  statistics  indicate  that  our  death  rate  is  higher  than 
the  national  average.  This  may  he  due  to  the  aged  population  of 
Walnuttree  Hospital,  though  this  fact  is  taken  into  account  when 
the  death  rate  is  calculated.  I  feel  that  it  may  also  he  an  ef  ec 
from  years  past  when  life  was  hard,  and  housing  circumstances  were 
poor,  for  many  people  in  Sudbury ,  who  are  now  elderly. 

Eb/e  sad  deaths  of  infants  make  our  infant  mortality  rate 
disappointingly  high. 

There  were  nine  deaths  from  lung  cancer,  all  males. 


Smallpox  This  demanded  great  efforts  from  Public  Health  oervices 
in  those  parts  of  the  Country  where  cases  occurred.  However,  in 
Sudbury  the  danger  was  remote  and  vaccinations  placed  an  extra 
burden  upon  local  general  practitioners. 


Ciearette  smoking  The  harmful  effects  of  this  upon  hearty  lungs 
ITHd  arteries  and  eyes  is  appalling.  Health  education  on  this 
subject  is  by  means  of  posters  in  Sudbury,  and  their  effect  appears 
to  be  negligible.  Through  the  County  Medical  Officer,  an  exfor 
has  been  male  to  make  children  in  schools  aware  of  their  danger, 
but  I  am  afraid  that  the  vast  example  of  addicts  among  adults 
destroys  this.  If  parents  are  able  to  set  an  example, ^ and  discourage 
children  from  smoking  for  as  long  as  possible  this  can  nelp,  because 
the  later  the  cigarette  habit  is  begun  the  easier  it  is  o  give 


For  adults  to  stop  requires  an  effort  of  willpower.  Once 
a  person  has  decided  for  themselves  that  they  do  not  wish  to  smoke 
the  battle  is  over.  The  method  -  a  complete  break  •  no  gradual 
cutting  down.  For  those  who  know  that  their  health  is  affected 
and  who  cannot  stop  smoking,  reducing  the  number  of  cigarettes 

or  changing  to  cigars,  will  lesson  the  harm  which  they  are 

doing  to  themselves. 
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Housing  The  number  of  houses  which  are  unfit  poses  a  big  problem 
for  the  Council  and  one  in  which  they  are  fully  conscious  of  the  need 
both  to  improve  the  position  and  also  to  cause  the  least  disturbance 
to  persons  affected. 

The  Council  is  making  a  large  contribution  to  health  in  the 
Borough  by  the  rehousing  of  people  from  very  bad  houses  into  modern 
properties . 

Community  health  and  happiness  is  now  linked  with  the  motor-age. 

In  some  respects  the  prosperity  of  the  town  is  directly  linked  with 
the  parking  facilities  which  have  been  created  by  the  removal  of  unfit 
houses  close  to  the  town  centre. 

The  new  housing  development  in  Sudbury  and  in  Great  Cornard  will 
bring  an  increase  of  industry  and  trade,  but  also  an  increase  in  local 
motor  traffic.  Failure  to  cater  for  this  traffic  will  lead  to  crowding 
and  frustration  in  the  centre,  and  eventual  strangling  of  facilities  which 
are  available  for  trade  and  industry.  It  may  prove  to  be  good  planning 
and  therefore  good  public  health  not  to  rebuild  in  all  cases,  or  even 
in  many  cases,  on  the  actual  sites  from  which  houses  have  been  removed 
because  rehousing  development  in  certain  situations  could  introduce  the 
great  danger  of  aggravating  and  perpetuating  the  town-centre- traffic 
thrombosis  which  is  such  an  unhappy  feature  of  many  market  towns,  and 
which  Sudbury  has,  so  far,  largely  avoided. 

The  aim  of  the  Public  Health  Services  is  to  contribute  to  the 
development  of  a  town  which  is  healthy  to  live  in  and  is  clean,  wholesome 
and  attractive  to  visitors,  not  only  for  business,  but  also  for 
recreation.  Sudbury  with  it's  meadows  and  the  river? close  to  the  town 
centre,  has  wonderful  advantages  for  the  future. 

May  I  express  my  thanks  to  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors 
for  their  understanding,  and  my  appreciation  to  the  Chairman  and  members 
of  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  staff  and  officials  of  the  Council 
for  their  help  and  co-operation.

Many  other  minor  repairs  were  also  attended  to  after  an  informal 
visit  or  telephone  call  to  the  owner. 
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IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 


During  the  year  a  survey  of  the  2,044  properties  in  the  town  showed 

that:- 

865  properties  were  fit  in  all  respects  and  with  all  five  standard  amenities 
i.e.  hath  in  a  hathroom?  wash  hand  basins  internal  water  closets  hot 
water  supply  to  bath,  basin  and  sinks  and  a  ventilated  foodstore. 

506  properties  are  substantial  houses  with  a  good  future  life  of  at  least 
20  to  JO  years  which,  however,  lack  one  or  more  of  these  amenities 
including  the  lack  of  an  internal  water  closet  or  a  bathroom. 

248  houses  generally  lacking  in  facilities  and  in  varying  states  of  repair 
which,  nevertheless,  probably  have  a  15  year  life  and  could,  given 
the  standard  amenities,  provide  tolerably  good  accommodation  for  such 
a  period. 

305  houses  not  scheduled  for  clearance  but,  nevertheless,  substandard  and 
doubtful  of  a  15  year  life. 

120  properties  scheduled  for  clearance. 

This  survey  proves  that  the  rate  at  which  sound  properties  in  the 
town  are  being  modernised  is  all  too  inadequate.  Therefore,  disregarding 
the  120  unfit  properties  which  are  being,  or  will  be  demolished,  within 
the  next  few  years  and  the  3^5  properties  which  are  not  worthy  of  preservation 
and  will  form  future  continued  clearance  programmes  there  are  754  properties 
which  will,  in  all  likelihood,  stand  for  a  further  15  years  or  more  yet  lack 
one  or  more  (in  fact  in  the  majority  of  cases  it  is  most)  of  the  essential 
amenities  of  an  average  modern  house.  Even  if  these  754  properties  are  to 
be  tackled  modernisation  will  have  to  be  at  a  rate  of  50  a  year  (2-g-  times 
the  present  rate)  over  a  ten-year  period  or  100  a  year  (5  times  the  present 
rate)  over  a  5  year  period. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  this  survey  shows  that  the  properties 
in  the  town  can  be  divided  into  three  classes: - 

(a)  42.3%  are  satisfactory  and  present  no  health  problem. 

(t>)  37$  are  lacking  in  amenities  and  come  within  the  scope  of  improvement 

and  repair  legislation. 

(c)  20.7%  are  unfit  so  as  to  necessitate  action  sooner  or  later  under 

clearance  and  demolition  provisions.

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MILK  AED  DAIRIES 


With  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  Milk  (Special  Designation) 
Regulations ,  I960  on  1st  January  1961  the  licencing  of  dealers  in 
Sudbury  for  the  sale  of  designated  milks  "became  the  responsibility 
of  the  West  Suffolk  County  Council. 

During  the  year  there  were  within  the  Borough  11  registered 
distributors  of  milk.

INSPECTIONS  -  HYGIENE  OF  FOOD  PREMISES 

More  routine  visits  were  made  to  food  premises  than  in  recent  years 
and  it  is  found  that  standards  of  cleanlihess  are  somewhat  better. 

This  I  feel  is  due  to  the  introduction,  in  recent  years,  of  better 
equipment,  including  refrigerated  display  cabinets  and  cold  slabs,  and  to 
the  establishment  in  the  town  of  new  businesses  which  have  had  a 
considerable  capital  backing. 
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The  lead  given  by  such  firms  has  already  roused  others  of  the 
larger  firms  in  the  town  to  redesign  their  shop  fronts  and  replan  the 
shop  floors  and  ancillary  rooms.  There  can  be  little  doubt  that  others 
will  have  to  follow  suit  in  due  time.  The  small,  overcrowded,  sell 
everything  shops  may  hold  their  own  for  a  time  because  of  their  personal 
service  and  just  around  the  corner  convenience  but  they  will  find  the 
going  the  more  difficult  unless  congestion  gives  way  to  cleanliness  and 
dullness  to  display  consciousness. 

Needless  to  say  there  are  some  very  good  small  stores  and  shops 
in  the  town  whose  owners  have  seen  that  hygiene  pays  dividends  and  it  is 
probable  that  personal  hygiene  is  at  its  best  in  such  shops. 

The  day  of  prepacked  foods  is  here  and  more  and  more  visibly 
packed  foods  will  appear  on  the  counters  and  shelves  and  more  frozen 
foods  in  the  display  cabinets. 

Whilst  the  routine  visit  to  shops  selling  these  goods  will  be 
still  necessary  a  greater  concentration  of  the  Inspector’s  time  at  the 
source  of  manufacture  and  preparation  of  foods  for  sale  vail  be  essential. 

RODENT  CONTROL  AND  DISINFESTATION 


Rodent  Control 


The  Council  continued  to  employ  a  rodent  operator  who  spends 
approximately  5 0 of  his  time  on  other  duties. 


Twenty— eight  business  promises  were  treated  under  agreement  when 
found  to  be  infested.  Treatment  charges  remained  at  6/-  per  hour. 

Sewer  Treatments. 

Test  baiting  carried  out  at  those  areas  not  infested  in  previous  years 
indicated  that  they  continued  to  be  clear  of  infestation. 

The  Warfarin  in  polythene  bags  treatment,  which  is  of  a  continual 
rather  than  spasmodic  nature  has  proved  successful  and  baits  have  been 
preserved  in  polythene  for  considerable  periods.  In  the  more  heavily 
infested  areas  baits  are  now  left  in  the  manholes  to  be  checked  and  replaced 
as  necessary  at  regular  intervals.  It  is  anticipated  that  this  method  of 
treatment  will  allow  the  sewer  rodent  population  to  be  kept  constantly  at 
a  minimum. 
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Disinfestation 


Disinfestation,  by  spraying,  of  five  premises  was  carried  out 
during  the  year.  Two  of  these  treatments  were  at  food  premises 
against  minor  cockroach  infestations.  The  other  treatments  were  at 
houses  being  cleared  and  were  purely  precautionary  measures  against 
any  possible  transfer  of  fleas,  bed  bugs  etc.  to  the  occupants'  new 
home  s . 

ffasps  Pests 

The  Council  continued  the  service  of  destroying  wasp  nests 
at  a  standard  charge  of  10/-  per  nest. 

CESSPOOLS  AND  NIGHTS01L 

There  were  6  sewer  connections  during  the  year  after  the 
Council  had  extended  the  sewer  up  Gallows  Hill. 

Nights oil  collections  are  now  made  from  only  three  properties. 

Twenty  isolated  properties  with  cesspool  or  septic  tank  drainage 
remain.  These  present  no  immediate  Public  Health  problem. 

PET  ANIMALS  ACT 

The  number  of  licensed  pet  shops  in  the  Borough  was  two.  In 
fact  only  one  of  these  two  premises  kept  pets  during  the  year. 

SHOPS  ACT 

Inspections  of  shop  premises  made  during  the  year  indicated  that 
in  the  main  the  basic  requirements  of  the  Shops  Act  are  met. 

In  addition  to  the  U4  premises  listed  earlier  in  this  report 
as  food  premises  there  are  a  further  115  premises  that  could  be  classified 
as  shops  within  the  meaning  of  the  Shops  Act,  1950* 

SWIMMING  POOL 

The  swimming  pool  was  open  again  from  12th  May  to  22nd  September. 

Water  is  supplied  to  the  pool  from  the  public  mains.  The  water  is 
treated  by  pressure  filtration  and  break  point  chlorination.  The  flow  is  so 
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regulated  that  all  the  water  passes  through  the  plant  every  five 
hours . 


Routine  residual  chlorine  and  pH.  tests  are  made  at  the  pool  and 
weekly  samples  taken  for  "bacteriological  examination,  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  Ipswich.  all  the  tests  showed  the  water  to  he  of  a 
satisfactory  degree  of  purity. 

There  were  over  46,000  admissions  to  the  pool  during  1962. 


PUBLIC  COJWEHIEHCES 

The  two  public  conveniences  were  maintained  dxiring  the  year , 
one  in  Gaol  Lane  close  to  the  Market  Hill  and  the  other  at  the  rear  of 
the  swimming  pool  in  Belle  Vue  playing  ground. 


"Whilst  neither  of  the  two  conveniences  are  particularly 
satisfactory,  that  in  Gaol  Lane,  although  centrally  situated,  is  inadequate 
in  layout,  design  e,nd  equipment,  for  the  main  convenience  of  a  small  but 
busy  growing  market  town.  Public  conveniences  are  one  aspect  of  the. 
Borough*  s  public  health  standards  which  can  be  seen  and  judged  by  residents 
and  visitors  alike. 

Realising  this,  the  Council  have  acquired  a  new  site  also  close 
to  the  Market  Hill  on  which, it  is  to  be  hoped, new  conveniences  with  fresher 
and  brighter  appearances,  having  far  better  toilet  facilities  and  being 
much  easier  to  maintain  will  be  provided. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  ILL  DISPOSAL 

Household  refuse  is  collected  weekly  and  special  arrangements 
exist  for  collection  of  trade  refuse.  This  part  of  the  Council’s  work 
is  supervised  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  partially  controlled  tipping  at  the 
disused  chalk/gravel  pit  in  Middleton  Road.  The  tip  is  also  used  for 
the  deposit  of  refuse  from  the  Melford  Rural  District  and  occasionally 
by  the  Halstead  Rural  District. 

Spraying  with  insecticides  and  dust  to  prevent  any  serious 
nuisance  from  flies  and  v/asps  was  carried  out.
